Japan Budget 


Allots 60 P. C. 


For War Plans 


PEIPING, China, Aug. 26 (By 
wireless) — The most important 
question of the internal policy of 
Japan at the present moment, in- 
formation reaching here shows, is 
the question of the new state bud- 
get. More than 60 per cent of the 
budget is being alloted for war ex- 
penditures. 


All sources of information state 
that the naval ministry presented 
a demand to the Finance Minister 
for 714,000,009 yen ‘over $400,000.- 
000) a record for the entire period 
of the existence of the Japanese 
ravy. (The present budget of the 
Naval Ministry is “only” 487,0. 
000 yen.) 

The War Ministry as yet has 
merely presented estimate “for ex- 
traordinary expenditures.” It is 
expected that the War Minister will 
demand among “extraordinary ex- 
penditures,” 130,000,000 yen for ex- 
penditure in Manchuria: 70.000.000 
yen for development of aviation; 
about 150,000,000 yen for improving 


armaments and obtaining new 


weapons, etc. etc. 


In general, according to preli- 
minary official estimates. the war 
budget will be 1,264,000,000 yen or 60 
per cent of the entire present 
Japanese state budget. 

It should be realized that this 
sum excludes the secret funds and 
tons for war necessities 
which are included in the budget of 
other ministries. 

The great increase in the ex- 
traordinary expenditures” makes 
necessary the issuance of new loans 
for covering budget déficits. 

According to the figures of the 
finance ministry, the national debt 
of Japan on August 1 of this year 
was already 8 330,045,000 yen, having 
increased by 200,000,000 yen in one 
month. 

In view of the devaluation of the 
ven and the national debt in the 
form of treasury notes and rice 
bonds, the total sum of the national 
debt on August 1 really amounted 
to 11.000.000, 000 yen. 

These figures are an eloquent re- 
ply to the attempts of some parts 
of the Eurovean press, particul-rly 
the English, to popularize the 
peaceful intentions” of Japanese 
imperialism.

While the great trusts doubled 
and tripled their dividends, the cost 
of living mounted 9.6 per cent, 
Workers’ wages, Richberg declared, 
rose 8.6 per cent per capita, clearly 
at least 11 per cent behind the 
cost of living, even according to the 
claims of the report. Average wages 
were 55.2 cents an hour in the 
period of the NRA to date, and the 
average working week 37 hours.

George Schuyler Does His Bit to Aid Lynchers

away from the fight. In his col- 
umn of Aug. 26, Schuyler said:

™ Schuyler Sends Cynical Reply 

In a letter received by Herndon 
yesterday, Schuyler makes light of 
his vicious attack on the heroic Ne- 
gro fighter against starvation and 
Jim-Crow oppression.

“In your Pittsburgh Courier col- 
umn of Aug. 25, you say: ‘Herndon 


is out on bail and will probably skip 


it like all the rest.’ 
“Just as you repeatedly knifed ! 


the Scottsboro boys by sneering at 
the mass fight for their freedom, 
so you attempt to knife me also, 
After thousands of workers and 
sympathizers have worked, sacri- 
ficed, and actually suffered to get 
together the $15,000 demanded by 
the Georgia lynehers for my bail, 
you announce that I will skip this 
bail. At this crucial point in my 
fight, you stab me in the back in 
an attempt to destroy the confi- 
dence the workers have in me. 

“While I was in jail you did not 
move a finger to help: You never 
wrote a line to speed the collection 
of bail. Your statement about me 
Has the effect of an invitation to 
the Georgia lynchers to revoke the 
bail: This ig a police agent’s ac- 
tion. 

“No doubt your attack on me 
will win the approbation of the 
lynch press of Georgia, just as 
your attack on the Scottsboro 
boys has already won the approba- 
tion of the Alabama lynch press. 

“I shall not skip the bail which 
the workers have collected for me. 
If and when the time comes I 
shall return to Georgia ready to 
continue the fight.” 

Schuyler’s Reply 

To which Schuyler réplied: 

“Your telegram at hand. The 
capitalists have been so derelict in 
their duty that I have not suffi- 
cient funds to reply by wire as I 
would like to do. Knowing some- 
thing of the technique. of propa- 
ganda, I presume your wire was 
sent in order to serve as basis for 
a ‘news’ release. 

“My good friend, I admire your 
courage though deploring your judg- 
ment. anent returning to Georgia. 
If you should skip your bail as have 


the other Communist brothers ah 


afoul of the law, I would be the 
first to laud your good sense. Such 
courage as yours is so rare among 
your comrades that it is well worth 
$15,000 to have you at liberty. I 
trust that you will ultimately win 
your case so that you may satisfy 
your ambition to return to 

and win over the black and white 
proletariat for Communism. 

“Come up, to quote Mae West, and 
see me some time. I am always 
‘at home’ to distinguished visitors. 
Bring my good friend Ben Davis 
with you.” 

In the eyes of this toady of the 
White ruling class, who has sold 


a price that he allegedly has not 
the price of a telegram, Herndon 
is a fool for fighting for the rights 
of the Negro people, and against 
unemployment and starvation. . It is 
so much safer to be an agent of the 
lynch rulers!

The care of ulcers consists of a 
bland, non-irritating diet composed 
chiefly of milk and cream, eggs, 
cooked fruits and cereals, strained 
vegetabl and occasional well- 
cooked chicken and lamb. These 
are to be eaten in three small meals 
daily with a glass of milk or butter- 
milk and a couple of crackers in be- 
tween meals and before going to 
bed. The idea is never to let the 
stomach empty itself completely. 


After each meal a powder consist- 
ing of equal parts of bicarbonate of 
soda and magnesium carbonate in 
teaspoon doses is admissible, and 
this may also be taken before retir- 
ing at night. 

Surgery is necessary if many at- 
tempts at medical cure are unsuc- 
cessful, if there is persistent vomit- 
ing, Or if bleeding is shown by the 
piteh- black color of the stools which 
cannot be chécked by medical 
means. 9 

Usually the pain can be relieved 
by strict adherence to the medical 
treatment. You should be specially 
careful of your diet in the ulcer 
season, that is, in the fall and in 
early spring, when for some un- 
known reason there is often an ac- 
tivation of ulcer symptoms.

Is Forced Open 
for Edible Food i

KANSAS CITY, Kans. -A friend 
of mine who is a transient told me 
the following story: 


“Some 300 transients are lodged 
in the infamous Helping Hand 
here. For their lodging and ‘board’ 
they are forced to do a day’s work 
on the municipal airport. There is, 
of course, an allowance given the 
faker who runs the Helping Hand 
for this work; but the men never 
see any money. Besides this, they 
only got a diet of coffee-‘and’ and 
soup (mostiy water on the orders 
oi the grafting supervisor). One 
day last week the men began to 
kick to the cook, who was just an 
He finally con- 
vinced them that he was not the 
one to blame for the poor food. 
But they were still sore as hell, and 
in a bad mood. 


“One evening at supper the cook 
dropped a cup while serving. The 
supe ran over to him and began 
to pour out a flow of abusive lan- 
This act incensed the men, 
who immediately began to bang 
their cups on the table and yell 
their demands for better food. It 
was plain from the way everything 
Was carried out that the men had 
discussed this among themselves 
and were solid behind their de- 
mands and also in protecting the 
cook. 

“The old supe, after a futile ef- 
fort to quiet the men, ran out and 
called the cops. A riot squad of 
seven came. They were met at the 
door by the angry men, still armed 


with the cups, and ‘invited’ in, to 


the dining hall. But thesé brave 
deienders of law and order refused 
to accept this invitation. 


“Meantime the supe, sensing that 
the game was up, rushed one of the 
flunkies for some hamburger and 
announced this to the men. Things 
quieted down after that. Hamburg- 
ers were served. For the past week 
the ‘coffee and’ and soup diet has 
changed to a more substantial diet 
for the men. But they are not sat- 
isfied with that, either. They want 
some sort of organization that will 
force cash pay from these fakers 
and the government.” 

Some of the men have been read- 
ing the Daily which is sold on 
“Skid Road” by a carrier. One 
paper is passed among them daily.

In the beginning of 
August, two men in the department 
were put to work on a job in ac- 
cordance with this new plan, The 
job was timed 500 hours to make it 
impossible for the workers to see 
the results immediately. The men 
again voted to reject the plan, and 
decided to notify the management 
accordingly.
